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EEL EFFECT OF © 
POLITIC CHANGE. 


Bank clearing of nearly all the 
principal cities tn the country showed 
@ decrease—in many instances very 
marked-—for the week ending July 
10, according to figures given in 
Bradstreet's report. This is the first 
time in years that such a condition 
has occurred, and is a refiection of 
tight money conditions, brought on 
largely by political changes. | 

Not since Cleveland's administration 


has there been reflected in the finan- 
ces of the country in such a striking 
manner the ffect of suspense 
caused by political changes. A)- 
though it fs probable that the con- 
traction in business indicated by the 
figures. is in a measure a delayed 
effect (for it appears that there has 
been some- improvement the past few 
weeks,) it is none the less significent 
of the extent of the depression. 

Of the largest cities Boston showed 
the greatest decline—34.9 per cent., 
while New York's decrease was 32 per 
cent. The only two cities which 
showed an increasé¢ were Duluth, 
where clearings gained 18.2 per cent., 
and Sacramento, where there was 5 
per cent. increase. 

The loss in Los Angeles was small 
by comparison, being less than that 
in seventeen of the other large cities. 
Only a small number showed less of 
a decline. 

- Other Coast cities generally showed 

comparatively small decreases. It is 
generally recognized all over the 
country that there is far less con- 
tradiction on this Coast than else- 
where and that business is much more 
active—that the effects tight 
money, taken as a whole, have been 
and will be felt here in a far smaller 
degree than in the East, where, as is 
generally known, the depression is 
quite marked .in some instances. 

As soon as tariff changes and cur- 
rency legislation are definitely settled, 
there is every reason to believe that 
business will spring forward again. 
The problems which have canfronted

SOURCES OF POTASH. 

Ancient Lake Beds Do Not Show 

Evidence of Ever Having Been 

Submerged to Any Great Depth. 

[New York Tribune:] connec- 
tion with the search for potash in the 
West which is being made by the 
United States Geological Survey, @ 
great number of localities have been 
visited by the survey geologists, e¢s- 
pecially in the Great Basin, says @& 
Survey bulletin. Shallow desert lake 
beds, so-called dry lakes or playas, 
are extensively distributed throughout 
this region. Most of these playas 
contain salts to a greater or less ex- 
tent, and nearly all these salts show 
on analysis from 1 to 4 per cent. or 
more of potash. Few of these lake 
beds show evidence of having ever 
been submerged to a considerable 
depth, and the deposits that lie in 
the lowest parts of most of them are 
probably only alternating strata of 
clays and saline muds, with thin salt 
crusts produced by periodic flooding 
and drying up. Large and massive 
deposits of crystalline’ salts can hard- 
ly be expected except as the result 
of the drying up of a very extensive 
and deep saline ¢, or as represent- 

the continuous accumulation of 
ine matter in a water body dur- 
ing a very long period of time. Rec- 
ord of the existence of such lakes 
in prehistoric times is to be found 
in certain parts of the Great Basin 
region. Contrary to the general as- 
sumption, however, the extensive 
lake basins are, in fact, relatively 
few. It 
the search for the important sait 
bodies of this type has of necessity 
been narrowed to relatively few lo- 
calities. 

The areas in Searles Lake and the 
Panamint Valley, California, of pub- 
lic land withdrawn from entry on 
account of their potash content, are 
the lowest parts of two ancient lake 
basins, whose waters at their high- 
est stage probably connected through 
a narrow strait. Both basins were 
filled by overfiow from the drainage 
of Owens River and in both the sa!ts 
are believed to have accumulated by 
natural concentration of the normal 
drainage waters from the source. 
'The salt body in Searles Lake lies at 
the surface of the ground and was 
located in claims for the soda it 
contained, before interest in potasl. 
had been seriously awakened. The 
mud fiat that forms the bottom of the 
Panamint Valley has recently been 
located in potash” claims, but with- 
out any evidence that can be taken 
to indicate the existence there of a 
valuable saline mass. The salt that 
shows on the surface in the Pana- 
mint Valley is relatively insignilicant 
in amount, and tests for potash in 
the surface salts or ground waters 
in this valley do not run higher than 
the average of such salts in mud flats 
and dry lakes generally. The lands 
have, therefore, been withdrawn on 
eviderice of a more general char- 
acter, the theory being that the for- 
mer larger lake of the Panamint 
Valley when it dried up might have 
deposited a bed of salt as large as 
or larger than that now existing on 
the surface in Searles Lake. The 
Panamint Valley is relatively narrow, 
and the streams from the rugged 
mountain slopes that border it have 
spread their fans far into the center 
of the valley. Drilling. possibly to 
a considerable depth, will be needed 
to test the possibility of buried salt 
deposits in this valley, and if such 
deposits are found to be present, it 
is believed that they will be essen- 
tially Mke those of the Searles de- 


posit.

MANY KINDS OF MONEY. 


Gold Piece, Value of Fifty Cents. 

[Chicago Dally News:] Money 
made of porcelain, glass, wampum 
and iron, as well as hat-shaped, ra- 
zor-shaped and knife-shaped money, 
sometimes used for weapons, aré a 
few of the curios in the possession 
of the Chicago Numismatic Society. 

The first Friday of every month this 
organization meets in the Masonic 
Temple and the members discuss the 
acquisitions to their. collections. Differ- 
ent members specialize on a certain 
kind of coin, or the coins of a cer- 
tain nation, while others confine 
themselves to the collection of Unit- 
ed States coins, and the collection 
of i-cent pieces is a novelty. 

The largest coin ever minted—or 
rather ever pounded—is the Swedish 
four-daler, and if a person had $100 
worth of these pieces he could build 
a battleship or at least a neat little 
country jail. The four-daler coin is 
in the possession of Charles Holmes, 
and it is made of pounded iron, abqut 
a foot square, bears the inscription 
of the crown of Sweden, F. R. &., 
1725, and weighs about two pounds. 

A contrasting piece of coin is that 
of the California 50-cent gold piece, 
which was coined during the gold 
fever of 1849 in California, and for 
some years afterward. The coin in 
the possession of Charlies Holmes is 
dated 1856, and is the smallest piece 
of money ever coined. 

c. F. Dunham, No. 1724 Oakley 
boulevard, has one coin of each of 
225 countries. Willlam G. Jerrens, Jr., 
has an extensive collection of Roman 
coins. Virgil M. Brand, brewer, haa a 
collection of coins valued at $256,600 
and numbering 65,000, while W. F. 
Dunham, No. 724 Oakley boulevard, 
lacks five coins of a complete collec- 
tion of every coin minted by 
United States. 

Many are the peculiar shapes and 
uses of coins used by the various 
countries. The material used in some 
of the coins is also interesting. Siam 
uses money made from porcelain, 
Egypt has glass money, China has 
hat, razor and knife-shaped money.

[Washington Star:] When the

the other day the situation began to 
revolve about two men. One is Ben- 
jamin Franklin Yoakum, the big 
Texan who built up the ‘Frisco from 
a pair of rusty rails and a right of 
way through No Man's Land. —

try. Yoakum represents the stockhold- 
ers. and Speyer the owners of bonds. 
It follows that their interests are di- 
rectly opposed. 

“Yoakum,” said one of his heads of 
department, ‘is the livest railroad man 
that ever yanked a bell cord.

Speyer,” said a banker, “has pre- 
served a peculiarly independent posi- 
tion among New York financiers.

He not only wants a 
fair return, but he looks to the abso- 
lute security of his dollars. 

YOAKUM ROAD BUILDER. 


Ten years ago “Ben” Yoakum had 
been barely heard of. It’s true that 
he was president of the ‘Frisco Rail- 
road, a miserable, half-starved, skim 
milk road that tottered out of St. 
Louis in the general direction of the 
southwest. No one in railroad circles 
considered the ‘Frisco more than they 
would consider a silk worm. . But 
Yoakum went to building up the road 
and building men with it. 

“Yoakum knew by his first name 
every man holding an official 
tion on the 'Frisco,” said one who 
knew him well. “He knew by his last 
name every employee of the road in 
those days. He was on hand-shaking, 
baby-kissing, crop-talking terms with 
every shipper along the right of way. 
Business came to the ‘Frisco. It 
couldn’ thelp it. As fast as Ben Yoa- 
kum got a dollar that the ’Frisco 
could be borrowed out of for awhile,

A few years of 
that. made his annual statement look 
a little less like a plea in confession 
and avoidance.”

The rest of 
his story is simply a recital of going 
up from one job to another. His 
work as a developer of the South- 
west has been called as important as 
that of Hill In the Northwest. Like 
Hill, he continually opened new ter- 
ritory and filled that territory with 
settlers. 

“Ten years from now,” said an 
eastern frailroad president, “we'll 
know Ben Yoakum as one of the great 
men of his time.

word “unreasonable” into the Sher- 
man act forbidding restraint of trade 
when that debated ‘word is nowhere 
to be found in that celebrated statute? 
Thus says the court, restraint upon 
trade must not bé unreasonable. The 
law. se it i# contended by many law- 
yers outside the court, emphatically 
siys there shall be no restraint what- 
ever. 

I took the question and others of a 
personal and impersonal] nature to Le 
Baron Bradford Colt, who has just 
come into the Senate from Rhode Is- 
land and who is both a great judge 
and @ great American. He left the 
bench of the United States, after a 
service of thirty-two years in the 
judicial office, to be a member of 
Congress. In politics he is a Repubii- 
can, in religion an Episcopalian, and 
in temperament a cheerful, 
thetic, and democratic citizen. 
young man he hoped to be a Senator. 
Now, at the age of 67, after a notable 
career as a jurist, he finds his ambi- 
tion realized. It is predicted that he 
will become famous as an orator, de- 


bater, and legislator, and one. of the 


leaders of the Senate. 

The Colts are a remarkable family. 
They have lived in New England for 
eenturies. Some of them were pio- 
neers in the silk industry. Samuel, the 
Senators uncle, invented the rapid- 
firing revolver. Col. Samuel P. Colt, 
the Senator's brother, has been the 
Attorney General of Rhode Isiand, 
has organized banks, and is now pres- 
ident of the United. States Rubber 
Company. He, too, in the past has 
been a candidate for Senator. Judge 
Colt describes him as “the financial 
success of the family.” 
A PLAIN, WISE, AND HAPPY MAN. 


Walking to his office, as was his 
habit when dictating decisions to a 
sténographer, Senator Colt heard and 
Answered my inquiries. He wore fash- 
lonable clothing and smoked a good 


cigar. Though a‘judge for a genera- 
tion, he is affable, optimistic and 
lively of thought and manner. ~He

social opinions and the law, but that 
the gap has a perpetual tendency to

ae gap. or gulf, I have pointed 
out more than once, can never be 
bridged entirely. A stationary body, 
as is the law, and a moving body, 
as is public opinion, cannot be kept 
together. Kent, in his ‘Commen- 
taries,’ declares that ‘a statute is never 
construed against the plain and ob- 
vious dictates of reason.’ Construed 
by whom? The judges, of course. 

“On the one hand, we have legis- 
lative omnipotence—that is, wun- 
bounded power — and, on the other 
hand, we have the courts trying to do 
justice by construction. Thus judges, 
by reason of their power of construc- 
tion and interpretation, have pre- 
vented the enforcement of unreason- 
able staute laws. 

“Every important new case pre- 
sents some new facts. The facts may 
be commercial or industrial. Society 
demands that the law conform to 
actual business conditions. If the 
old law had ruled new conditions, 
Jefferson would not have negotiated 
the purchase of Louisiana, nor would 
Lincoln have freed 4,000,000 slaves. 
The courts must recognize the value 
of legal form and precedents, but they 
must remember that reason is the life 
and soul of the law. . 
COMMON SENSE MUST RULE. 

“The reasonableness of the law is, 
as I have explained, the common- 
sense of it. Baron Pufendorf, the 
German jurist, in his book on the 
‘Law of Nature and Nations,’ pub- 
lished nearly two and one-half cen.

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N CONNECTION With the late 

textiles strike at Lawrence, Mass., 

it must be remembered: First— 
Not one foreign-born worker in that 
strike ever received anything like as 
high wages in the country he came 
from as he received in Lawrence. 

Second—Not one of them could 
command today in the country he 
came from the wages hé gets here. 

Third—Not one of them can truth- 
fully say that he was ever before’ as 
well. housed, as well clothed, or as 
well fed as he is today ‘on

The Iron Trade Review thinks the 
three foundry companies of Newark,

concertedly maintaining their right 
to hire men, to remunerate them and 
diemise them in a fust and fair man- 
ner, without yielding to the dictates of 
union officials (whether of the Gom- 
pers or of the Haywood stripe.)

The Buffalo (N. Y.) striking team- 
sters and taxicab chauffeurs are back 
at work under the old rates of wages. 
The two strikes were dismal failures. 

Phoenix, Ariz., still has its street- 
car strike and the cars cannot be run 
at night for the want of police pro- 
tection. The Chief of Police openly 
says he is in sympathy with the 
strikers. Bricks and stones were show- 
ered on the imported motormen on 
an attempt to run evenings. Mer- 
chants are bitterly cumplaining of the 
loss of business. 

The Ipswich (Mass.) indicted IL. W. 
W. leader who was out on bail has 
been surrendered to jail by his bonds- 
men. That's the best place for him. 

It is gratifying that one of the three 
boat-building plants at San Pedro— 
Fulton & Woodley—has the pluck 
to stand out against a strike for nine 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work. The 
men were being paid from $3 to $8 a 
day, nine hours’ work. 

The strike on the County Traction 
Ratiway, Chicago, is in full force and 
the “commuters” have to walk to 
their places of business or to stations 
of steam railroads and elevated lines. 
Here again the public suffers. 

England will be fortunate if the 
bloody strike of the Johannesburg 
union miners does not result in a rev- 
olution against English rule in South 
Africa. Socialists are prominent in the 
strike. Efforts are being made to bring 
out the railway workers. The- strik- 
ers refused the settlement negotiated 
by their leaders. Big Maxim gune are 
mounted on the public bufidings to 
check the strikers. Attempt is being 
made to tie up all the shipping. 

It looks as if the new West Vir- 
ginia coal strike will be settled fn a 
few days—at least in the New River 
coal field. Strikes are called in two 
other fields, though. | 

Fifty members of the 1LW.W. are 
under arrest at Cheyenne, Wyo., for 
attempting to compel the Union Pa-

The disorganization of trade in the 
Glasgow district through strikes was 
comparatively slight in 191%, as com- 
pared with 1911, when the volume 
of trade was materially curtailed 
by labor disturbances. Early in the 
year a general coal strike suspended 
the output of coal throughout the en- 
tire district for a period of about t 
weeks, the effect of which had a fa 
reaching influence on every class of 
industry.

| A Standard and minimum rate of 
wages for operative wool combers in 
Bradford and district has been under 
consideration for some time by the 
Federation of Master Wool Combers, 
and it has been proposed and accepted 
by the officials of the Nat Union 
for Wool oCmbers, subject to the ap- 
proval of their members, that the 
minimum for day workers shall be 
lds. 6d. ($3.53) a week and the min- 
imum for night workers shall be 25a. 
6d. ($6.20) a week. Firms paying 
less than the minimum are fo bring 
the nimum up to the new standard 
witho reducing any other wages. 
At present the minimum wages are 
igs. 6d. ($3.28) for day workers 
(women) and 238. 6d. ($5.72) for 
night workers (men). It is stated 
that men at present can earn as much 
as 330. ($8.03) a week, according to 
the amount of skill required in the 
manipulation of the wool, while the 
women. day. Bere earn ($4.87) 
a Week. new nts 
naturally will only affect the fedefated 
firms, but once the new scale has been 
agreed upon by the masters’ federa- 
tion and the men’s society, the firms

| Apprenticeship and Industrial Train- 

_ ing. 

That apprenticeship is the main re- 
lance of industrial training in Ger- 
many, and that it might be desirable 
to revive it in some form in this 
country, is the conclusion of Dr. 
Holmes Beckwith, who has pre 
for the United States Bureau of Ed- 
ucation a study of “German Industrial 
Education and Its Lessons for. the 
United States.” He says: | 

Wasteful though the old appren- 
ticeship was of the apprentice’s time 
and effort. apprenticeship in its 
newer forms, both in Gernfany and the 
United States, has in it much of prom- 
ise for the future training of indus- 
trial workers. No better way, or even 
as good, has yet been devised for the 
main training of the mass of indus- 
trial workers than tn the shops where 
they are employed and by those who 
supervise their work. If all employ- 
ers pay the cost of adequate train- 
ing for any youthful workers whom 
they may employ as apprentices the 
burden will not be serious. There 
are instances, both here and abroad, 
to prove that firms employing bona- 
fide apprentices today find that their 
apprenticeship system pays. 

Revival of apprenticeship alone will 
not solve the problem, however. What 
we should strive for is such broaden- 
ing industrial training as will supple+ 
ment the narrower range of skill and 
knowledge and give the specialized 
Worker greater resource. Specializa- 


‘tion is probably more widespread in 


the United States than in Germany, 
this constitutes an added need 
which we have for industrial educa- 
tion greater than that In Germany. 
Industrial schools, then, we must have 
and in far greater numbers to meet 
the needs of far more workers than 
at present. Otherwise. we can make 
little claim to really popular educa- 
tion of the sort closest to the worker's 
activities. 
Dr. Beckwith notes the present 
awakened interest in industrial edu- 
cation in the United States. but issues 
a word of caution. He fears that un- 
less the vocational movement is cafre- 
fully guided it will lead to waste of 
money by the States and cities and un- 
wise choice of schools to do the work. 
He describes in some detail the Ger- 


typical schools with a view to pre- 
senting the best of German experience 
as 2 guide to Américan practice.

Reginninge July 1. Michigan Central 
Reilway section hands had their 
wegen raised from $1.65 to $1.80 per 
day. The increase was a voluntary one. 


Wages in Seville, Spain. 
Unskilled male day laborers in Se- 
ville, Spain, receive a daily wage of 
36 cents up; bank clerks, $9 and up 
per month; school teachers, $180 and 
up per year; and other occupations 
are ‘paid proportionately.

HAVE SOLVED 
“HOW TO GET rr.”

| ONew York Times:} On every rail- 
road in this country there are two 
great streams or sources, either of in- 
fluence or. authority, by means of 
which & becomes everywhere possi- 
ble to move trains, regulate traffic, 
secure revenue, pay wages and keep 
the different and complex departments 
of the railroad business in motion. I 
refer to the work, function and spirit 
of the manager and the employee. 
Management, of course, should be

But as a matter of fact the managing 
department on railroads is scientifical- 
4y conducted only in spots. Manage- 
ment on railroads cannot be scientif- 
feally con@ucted because it is not 
clothed in any wide or sufficient sense 
with the necessary authority. In 
Other words, it is actually under the 
thumb of a number of extraneous in- 
fluences, such as public opinion, na- 
tional and State regulation, and many 
and industrial forces 
which criticise, attack and try to mold 
it from every conceivable quarter. 
But now turning to the other arm 
of the service on railroads we find la- 
bor, as I have said, scientific in every 
fibre of its trunk and branches, for 
the very good reason that it has a 
“What to do” and “How to do it” 
department that has knowingly and 
very acientifically divorced itself from 
the @utside world. In the history of 
the American railroads “labor” has 
never yet received even a jar or a 
check from public opinion, nor have 
the public interests been permitted to 
penetrate its solid and invulnerable 
front. The implied bargain between 
the rank and file and the executive 
department of labor places the latter 
in absolute and supreme control. 
This implied bargain is not.an in- 
dustrial secret. It is to be read in 
every new schedule that is presented 
for the manager’s signature. Shorn 
of its frills it reads something like 
this: “Get the money and shave the 
conditions.” This is the scientific for- 
mula behind which ts entrenched the 
solid vote of the frank and file. | 
I have lived among raflroad men 
for something like thirty years. _ As| 
it seems to me from the educational, 
social and industrial standpoints, these

What are known as the full 
crew bills afford a good illustration 
of the meaning and extent of this or- 
ganized power. Some time ag@, when 
this legislation was getting under way 
a conference was held in a well- 
known manager's office. This mana- 
ger said to the represe ntatives of rail- 
road labor: 

“Look here, you need not go to the’ 

Legislature for these extra men. Juat 
tell me on what trains in this State 
or on this system these men are nec- 
essary and I will put them on. I will 
simply take your word for it and we 
can stop the agitation right here and 
now,” 
“Thank you,” replied the labor men, 
“but ¥ don't understand what we 
are driving at; it may not be neces- 
sary on your system, but it fs in Vir- 
ginia, and we propose to standardize 
legislation just we have standard- 
ized the pay roll and the qualifications 
of the men.” 

These ‘bills, then, in the different 
States where they have, already be- 
come law, compel ma rsa to employ 
certain men at times and at points 
when and where they are not actually 
needed. Now, when a railroad mana- 
ger puts an extra man on a train when 
his services are called for, the safety 
situation is then and there strength- 
ened. But, on the other hand, when 
blindly he puts these extra men to 
work on twenty trains when it is only 
necessary to do so on one of them, as 
would certainly be the case in Masse- 
chusetts, in New Hampshire, and ‘in 
most of the other States under these 
laws, the safety situation has actuelly 
been weakened in nineteen cases out 
of twenty.

CHIEF PATRONAGE DISPENSER. 

Over in the Postoffice Department 
is &@ man who is in the midst of ap- 
Pointing 62,000 postmasters. In ad- 
dition to this he is the chief of staff 
ef an army of 66,00 Oclerks and let- 
ter carriers. In addition’ to this he 
is the superintendent of 60,000 post- 
offices and has the control of the poll- 
Cles that govern them. And still in 
addition to this he has direct charge 
of the development of the parcel 
Post which is attempting to carry 
Packages for 100,000,000 people. Al- 
together no mean job. 

This man is Daniel C. Reper. First 
Assistant Postmaster-Genera!. The in- 
Snity of detail that is to be handled 
in the Postoffice Department is almost 
beyond conception. A network of 
Organization that will carry a letter 
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son, or start it on its way to any 
other person in the civilized world, 
must of necessity, attend to an infinite 
amount of detail. With relation to 
all this detail,from the human side 
of the men and women who do the 
work, the first assistant is the au- 
thority. 

When Mr. Burleson became 
Postmaster-General he chose Mr 
Roper his first assistant because he 

seen that gentleman at 
work on many a hard task and had 
regarded them all as being well done. 


Mr. Roper had, for instance, just 
written a tariff hand-book upon 
which was based the Underwood 


tariff bill then in the course ef for- 
mation. For two years previous to 
this date Mr. Roper had been statis- 
ticlan and chief clerk of ‘the House 
Committee on Ways and Means which 
is the government's tariff making 
agency. Previous to this he had 
studied, in behalf of Congress, the 
textile industries of the Tinited States 
and Europe. He had done much 
other statistical work for the govern- 
ment, had been in the Legislature of 


| South Carolina, had taught school and 


had graduated in two or three col- 
leges. Such a man, in the opinion of 
the Postmaster-General, was the best 
possible material for one of these in- 
tricately detailed big jobs in the de- 
partment. 


The 62,000 postmasters who are ap- 
| pointed from Washington actually re- 
ceive their commissions from the 
President or the Postmaster-General. 
First Assistant Roper is, however, the 
man who handles all the detail that. 
leads up to those appointments. That | 
army of city letter carriers, which has 
increased from 10,000 twenty years 
ago to 30,000 at the present date, is

RURAL ORGANIZATION. 


In the Department of Agriculture a 
brand new job has just come into be- 
ing and a brand new man has 
appointed to fill it. This job is one of 
considerable proportions in that ft has 
as its object no less a thing than an 
improvernent of the conditions under 
which dwell all those people of the 
farms who furnish the food: supply 
for themselves and the 66 per cent. 
who dwell in the cities as well. 


This new activity in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is known as the 
Rural Organization Service. It has 
as its director, Dr. T. N. Carver, pro- 
fessor of economics at Harvard. Dr. 
Carver is the nation's recognized best 
authority upon the subject of rurai 
economics. He has written a num- 
ber of books upon this subject which 
are regarded as standard. He takes 
up his present work upon an indefi- 
nite leave of absence from HMarvard. 
He. brings with him other men of 
similar standing to co-operate in lay- 
ing the foundation for what ie in- 
tended to be one of the most directly 
useful movements toward the better- 
ment of farm conditions that the 
country has ever known. 
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Agriculture has co-operated with this 
board for a number of years In farm 
demonstration work in the South and | 
ie highly pleased with the practica! | 
results obtained. 

The firet work of the Rural Or- 
ganization Service will be a thorough 
and systematic survey of the entire 
country to determine what already ex- 
ists in the way of co-operation among 
the farm population. An exhaustive 
report upon what s already been 
accomplished will make available 
those lessons that have already been 
developed through the experience of 
isolated organizations seeking im- 
provement. This information will be 
widely disseminated. From it many 
lessons may be learned. To it will 
be added coordinate § information 
gathered from other countries. With 
all this data in hand the service will 
probably be in a position to draw 
very accurate conclusions as ta the 
sorts of organization that should be 
encouraged and the manner in which 
they may be worked out. After these | 
conclusions have been drawn the 
actual constructive work of the serv- 
ice will begin. 

UNCLE SAM'S REALTY OFFICE. 


There is likewise a new Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office who 
is a man who has 683,000,000 acres 
of land for sale. Sales of land are 
now running on pretty smoothly and 
amount to about $10,000,000 a 
year. There have been better years 
and there have been worse. There 
was the banner year of the sales 
through this office way back in 1836 
when the land-hungry Anglo-Saxons | 
had reached that choice tier of States 
including Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, 


Mississippi and Alabama and were 
buying fast. 
But today there are good lands 


for sale throughout the West. There 
are gold lands and coal lands and oil 
lands and farming lands. Alaska has 
a wealth of valuable real estate but 
even Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri, 
Michigan and Fiorida, in the East, 
still have Federal lands for sale and

businesa is ay Tallman, a young 
lawyer from Nevada, in the far West, 
where the chief activity of the people 
is land booming.

MAJOR INVADES 


New Company Takes Richlan 
Under Bond. 


Outright Purchase May Be 
Later. 


Success Seems to Light Way 
to Fume Control. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. } 
NEVADA CITY (Cal.) July 11.— 
The Major Gold Mining Company, 
composed of Los Angeles capitalists, 
has acquired the Richlan gravel prop- 


ythis city. The company includes Maj. 
F. M. Spauding; J. B. Proctor, H. X. 
Goetz, and J. M. Proctor, besides sev- 
eral other prominent Angelenos. 
The Richlan group comprises about 
7000 feet along the strike of the 
noted Manzanita channel, and in past 
years has yielded prolific values. Sev- 
eral of the richest producers in the 
district have secured their major out- 
put from the channel, and the total 


is well over $5,- 

Th ground in the Richlan group, 
which is now to receive attention, is 
largely virgin. and the new owners 
confidently anticipate opening depos- 


its fully as rich as worked 
heretofore. 
The Angelenos will operate the 


property under lease and bond, and 
if developments prove satisfactory 
will purchase the holdings outright. 
A new shaft will be sent down to tap 
the deposit. Arrangements have been 
made for installation of equipment to 
facilitate handling of gravel at mini- 
mum cost. It is expected to tap the 
channel at an approximate depth of 
150 feet, and to commence extraction 
of gravel before the close of summer. 

The new Richlan shaft will be sunk 
a short distance from the Empire 
shaft on the adjoining Ragon mine, 
where $300,000 was taken out from 
a small block of gravel. Clifford J. 
Graham, a noted mining man of this 
city, has been selected as consulting 
engineer, while Maj. Spaulding will 
officiate ag general manager. : 

The Tightner Mining Company has 
commenced active work on the ad- 
Gition to its surface plant, and a 
large compressor is the first piece 
of machinery installed. Timbers are 
being delivered for the teh-stamp ad- 
dition to the milling plant, and the 
management expects to have twenty 
stamps in action before the advent 
of winter. 

A new road has been completed 
from Alleghany to the mill and lower 
adit workings of the mine, which wil! 
facilitate transportation of ore at the 
lowest possible cost: The Tightner is 
paying splendid dividends right along, 
and with increased reduction facili- 
ties is expected materially to augment 
profits to stockholders. 

The company is arranging to send 
down a shaft from the lower adit 
which will develop a rich shoot re- 
cently discovered, and at the same 
time explore a large area of new 
ground at considerable depth. The 
ore showing in the upper levels con- 
tinues exceptionally good, and the 
management ig anxious to determine 
ore conditions further down. 

Two distinct veins have been de- 
veloped in the Tightner, and the re- 
markable free milling character of 
the ore facilitates the recovery 
at slight costs. Besides the work un- 
der way in the Tightner mine, the 
company is vigorously developing the

FUME CONTROL. 

It is announced that the process to 
be used by the First National Cop- 
per Company for control of sulphur- 
ous fumes at its Coram smelter, above 
Redding, is the Hall desulphurizin 
method, which, under experimen 

— has proved completely success- 


fu 

In this process the ore is first 
roasted in a specially-designed fur- 
nace, where a temperature of 700 to 
900 degrees Centigrade is obtained by 
uniting reducing gases and  stearm 
The result is oxidation of ores, while 
the sulphur passes off in fumes as 
“flowers of sulphur,” and is easily 
collected, as the yellow article of 
commerce. 

The release of the sulphur and its 
subsequent recovery is aided by the 
action of the steam, which breaks up 
the structure of the fumes and per- 
mits the passage of the sulphur from 
the sulphide ores in a form ren- 
ders its control practicable. 

The process is the invention of WIl- 
liam A. Hall, a graduate of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, who 
has won many laurels in metallurgical 
fields. A series of critical tests con- 
ducted by C. F. Chandler and A. lL 
Walker, the famous chemiste and 
metallurgical experts, proved that 
ores carrying the excessive sulphur 
content of 40 per cent. are amenable 
to the Hall process. No data relative 
to operating costs has been given out, 
but it is intimated. that the sulphur 
can be produced and placed on the 
market at such a low cost that it will 
find ready sale, and in this way com- 
pensate for the expense attending op- 
eration of the plant. 

The First National Copper Com- 
pany, owning the Balaklala mines 
and smelter at Coram, will first roast 
the ore in McDougall roasters and 
collect the sulphur with the aid of 
a Feld washer. An endeavor, however, 
will be made to gather the sulphur 
by the big Cottrell electrical precini- 

ting plant at Coram, in the belief. 
that this will lead to lower operat- 
ing expenses. 

The experiments will be conducted 
on a large scale and no expense will 
be spared to make the process feasible 
fn every particular. H. P. Wierum, 
who had much to do with solving the 
fume problem in Tennessee, will have 
charge of experiments at Coram, and 
the outlook for success is considered 
highly favorable. 

The First National Copper Company 
expects to produce about 250 tons of 
sulphur per day from the Balaklala 
ores, and even should the cost of 
operations prove considerably in ex- 
cess of the earnings of the sulphur 
plant, the company will use it, for 
it is practically imperative that the 
smelter be operated if it can be done 
on fairly profitable lines. There is 
an enormous tonnage of high-grade 
ore blocked out tn the Balakiala 
mines, and the monster smelter alone 
represents an investment exceeding 
$1,000,000. 

Previous operations at the plant 
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selling at 14 cents or better, it can 
well afford to operate the sulphur 
installation at a loss, provided the 
management is enabled to keep the 
big mines and plant in commission. _ 

The new process will comply in 
every way with legislative restric- 
tions and its complete success means 
the incept@on of a new era .of pro- 
nounced activity on the Shasta copper 
belt, and will undoubtedly aid in the 
development of the smelting industry 
in other portions of Califofnia. It 
is estimated the sulphur can be pro- 
duced at a maximum cost of $5 per 
ton, which will enable the producers 
to drive out the material imported 
from Japan, Mexico and other points, 
and is expected to broaden the de- 
mand. 

There is no doubt but that the com- 
plete demonstration of the merit of 
the process will inaugurate a new era 
in copper mining circles in most of 
the red-metal fields of the world, as 
the fight against the smelter fumes 
has seriously handicapped copper 
companies in many countries. 

DEAL ABOUT CLOSED. 

Advices from Yreka are to the ef- 
fect that a deal has been practically 
consummated for the sale of the Blue 
Ledge properties, in the extreme 
northern portion of Siskiyou county, 
to a group of Michigan capitalists.

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STRIKES SIGNIFICANT. 


Quartette and Duplex Mines Make 

Finds Which Promise to Influence 

Future of Camp. 

{Special Correspondence of The Times. 

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) July 12.— 
Two strikes, both of special signifi- 
cance as they promise to influence 


‘the future of Searchlight, have just 


been made on the Quartette and Du- 
plex mines. Both of these finds were 
made on the lowest levels, proving 
up the ore bodies at their greatest 
developed depth and sustaining the 
belief that in Searchlight veins go 
down very deep. 

The first strike was made in the 
Duplex, where the cross-cut that was 
started on the 700-foot level. opened 


up the Fraction vein 225 feet from; 


the portal and disclosed seven feet of 
ore carrying a copper content of 10 
per cent. and $18 in gold to the ton. 
This strike was in a measure a big 
sufprise to the management inasmuch 
as the bore was started to tap the 
New Year's Gift vein that they ex- 
pect to encounter within another 
seventy-five feet.
